NEW UaAsTiE, Beptembpr 15.—Four of
the boodle cases are ordered to be presented
to the Lawrence county grand jury in De-
cember. Two of them have fallen by the
wawside and will be heard of no more in the
courts, though their echoes mav still rever-
berate in the political arena, possibly for
several vears to come. There is no denying
the faet that these cases, the events leading
up to them and the events since, have engen-
dered & bitteruess that will be hard to
sweeten, and ereated & breach that will be
bard to beal, Judge McMichael made his
ruling in the following words:

I do nmot see that there would be sufficient
grounds to hold for any further action, and I
think we will let those two cases remain as they
are. And we will direct bills to be presented
before auotier grand jury iv all four of the
other cases. In these other cases there docs
Dot seem ta have been

That Sert of Iuvestigntlon

Toere ought to have been, And it is to me
entirely unexplained bow the finding comos to
Le as it is with the evidence as it was,
And in those remaining cases the court
will direct that indictments be prepared
and presented belore the Grand Jury at the
next December sessionsof the court. And if
the prosecuter In these cases thinks the Dis.
triet Attorney his not been doing bhis full daty
in the examination and prescnts a petizion
properly the court will appoint any counsal
e may employ to prosecute these cases in-
stead of the INstrict Attorney,according to the
provisious of thonct of Assembly.

Messere, Tate, Downing and Shaffer failed
to sppesr to give their testimony and the
constables who had subpenzs for them re-
ported they could not find them. Mr. Down-
ing was oreported by his wife to be
in that city hanting work, while Mr. Tats
and his fomily seem to have been vibrating
in some wysterious way between his home
and this city, so a8 to ba always where the
summous was not. The absesce of Dr.
MecKinney, the prosecutor, was also noted,
and Mr. Martin, an important witness for
the prosecution, was reported to be too ill to
appear by Atiorney Kurtz, who added,
“and I am nos feeling well myself,”

The Four Unfortunates,

The cases ordered to be presented to the
Dizeember grand jury are those against Mr.
Tate, Mr, Downing and Mr, Shaffer for ae-
vertiog 8 bribe, and the one npainst Attorney
Wallace for giving & bribe. The cases
ugninst Delegate Duerr for aceeptinga bribe
d the eonspiracy ense against Wallace and
allowed to remain as they are,
An order was also issued remitting to
Skaffer and Duerr their forfeited recog-
niEaGees.

There was quite s pathering of politicians
here belore eourt opened. Parties inter-
ested in the prosecntion were confident of
showing up sowething of momment, while
the detenss smiled serenely as though they
nlrendy had the whole proceeding qunshed,
Aud with the opposing forces in such
smiable mood the comrt opesed at 10
o"clork,

Proveedings were begun by Attorney
Kurtz for the prosecution reading the
lengthy petition of Hon. David McKinney,
setting forth that the grand jury had erred
in not fioding troe Lills in the several cases
and thot zrand jury ard Distriet Attorney
were remisy in their duty by not attempting
o bring out material evidence bearing on
the case.

Tiuite an Array of Counsrl.

The prosecution was represented by D. B.
Kurtz, J. M. Martin, James A. Gardner,
New Castle; A, P. Marshall and Eillis N,
Bigeer, of Beaver, and the dofense by B. A.
Winternitz, J. Norman Mariin, Muleolm
MeCannell, Seott Loug and §. W. Dang,
all of New Castle.  I'he lezal pentlemen, of
course, misunderstood weveral things and
wrangled about them for some time before
they were straightened out, no point being
gaimed on either gide.

Mr. Marshall was the first witness sworn,
He was asked to repestthe testimony he had
given before the grand jury. He said he
was wworn in four onses, those against
Downing, Tate, Shaffer asd Duerr, and
gave histestimony in all at the same time,
He recited the testimony as he recollected
it, nnd it was the sama as the matter already
publizhed in regard to the visits paid to the
delegates, their admission to the visitors
and the sworn statement of Tate to the effect

that he bad agreed to support MeDowell for

£300, nud that his envelope contained $640,
which was more than he expected.

Witness said he had left the Tate affidaviy
with the District Attorney, He had testi-
fied before the grand jury that Tate bad de-
clared his affidavit to be true; that Down-
ing had admitted receiving §650 in coansid-
eration of his vote for MeDowell, this sum
being made up of the §1,200 paid by Attor-
ney Wallace and §1,000 deposited by a man
named Dean for Jackson votes; that Shaffer
had admitted Downing’s stutement to be
frue and that Duerr had told him of &
call made by Downing, who left
an envelope bebind him containing $230.

How He Secuied the Evidence.

He said he was asked by a juror if he had
sccured this evidence as sattorney for Dr.
MeKiuney and knd replied in the affirma-
tive, He had also been reealled and asked
by Mr. Phillips if money had been paid for
the confessions of the deiegutes, and whether
they had been promised immunity from
prosecution. He had replied: *“No.”

James Piper, the Justice of the Peace be-
fore whom Mr. Tate's affidavit wus made,
was sworn, He had testified before the
grand jury that Tate and the party who
wrote the paper came together. He was not
vositive whether he had stated it was writ-
ten in his presence. On the point in fact
e said he hnd not read the paper to which
Mr. Tate's name was sigoed. The Tarsy
with Mr. Tate had kept it earefully folded,

Dr, MeConnell was sworn and repeated
his testimony before the jury which covered
uil the well known ints of the charge in
all the casex. Mr. waing bad told him
they got §6350 each, §1,200 having been Jeft
in one saloon and $1,000 in svother. Mr,
Shaffer, when vwisited, had designated the
places, saying the $1,200 was left in the
saloon at the Fouutain House by Mr.
Wallace, and $1,000 was Jeft in the saloon
under the Opera House by a man named
Dean, He had also testified to secing
Shsflfer and Wallace together at various
times,

A Copy of Downlog's Statement.

Mr. Joho F. King was sworn and testified
to offering Downiug's statement ss pub-
lished in the papers as a true copy of the
siatement be bad seen him sign. The Dis-
trict Attorney had roled it out as not com-
petent evidence. After the nooa recess Mr.
King was recalled and said be had been a
witness to the paper signed by Mr. Downing,
god that he had offered to rend the pub-
lished statement to the grand jory.

Mr. Kennedy, Mr, C. B. Whistler and Mr.
A. F. Smith were sworn and repeated their
testimony, which contained no new points.
Constable R, C. Douds testifisd as to the
difficully iu finding Tate and Downing when
irring to serve subpeenas on them to appear
to-day,

Mr. Lewis Xoch, saloonkeeper, was
sworn and interrogated whether Mr. Wal-
lace bad left any envelope or package for
anv of delendants or whether auy money
had been leit wath him for them. He koew
of nons. Wallace had often lett packages
in hissaloon, but none that he knew ot for
any of defendants. Mr. John Meteal!, bar-
tender, wasalsosworn. Nothing waselicited
from him. Mr. John Horner, of the Opera
House saloon, was sworn and interrogated
without result. He knew of no packages or
money being left at his place for defendant.

As to the Grand Jury.

Mr. W. H. Fails was then sworn, and
acked if be had any knowledge of persons
talking to the grand jury, or any member of
it. Hosaid be had me direct knowledge.
He kad heard that a person did. Yes, he
knew the person who had communicated ihe
fact to him. Was that the person who
talked to the jury, he was asked.. He said
it was the person alleged to have dope so.
Here the defenss objected, and the Court
ruled that Mr. Falls conld not be compelled
to tell that person’s nome,

Grand Juror Jacoh Walls was next sworn
and asked fo eite the testimony given by
Mr, Tate. Here another wrangle oceurred
over the competency of a grand juror's testi-
mony, which was finally ro proper so
far as it related to what 8 witness said. He
said Mr. Tate bad been nsked if be koew of
the conspiracy of Wallace and Bhaffer, and
he said he did wot. He had been asked if
be voted for McDowell and declived to
answer. He was supported in this by the
District Attorney.

Grand Juror J. M. Phillips was next
sworn and examined. He said Tate had
been asked ir he bad met Wallace, and bad
answered: “Only as he met other persons.”
Downing had testified the same. Ther
were asked whether they had been promised
immunity or given money for their con-
fessions, and they had said ther were not.
Mr. Phillips was asked if any one had
talked to him about these cases and be said:
*Ouly in a general wav.” He had ot
been told what kind of bill he shonld find.

The Judgo Aslis Some Questions,

Judge McMichrel then nsked eounsel a
number of questions regarding the evi-
denee. He thought no testimony had been
brought beiore the grand jury that wonld
warrantitfindingatruebill in theenseagainst
Fredrick G. Duerr, or in the case against
Wallace and Shaffer for conspiracy. Al-
torney Kurtz admitted ther: had not, but
said they thought they had proven remurka-
ble wmeglect on the part of the jury
and the Distriet Altorney to  elieit
soch  evidenee. On  this  gronnd
they hopead to have the cases ordered befure
the grand jury again.  These points were
discussed at length and then the Judge gave
his decision as eited above,

This evening both sides claim vietoryand
as iar as it goes both may be conceded 1o be
right. McDowell supporters charge Sen-
ator Quay with settiog the proseeutions on
foot aud some of them are very bitter. On
the other band the Townsend people eay
they will vet land the boodlers 1n prison,

New OrLEANS, Beptember 15 — Mp,
Motherwell Bell, & prominent building
conirgotor of this ecity, dicd here to-day
aged 61 rrom nervous prostration.  Mr, Bell
was the contractor of the larze Schwariz
building on Canal street. A few duys ago,
through some frightful mistake, five men
employed ou the roof of the buildiog fell in
consequence of the seaffolding breaking, and
were precipitated a distanoeof 80 feet, One
was killed instantly, three have died since.
The fifth man is paralyzed forlife,

Although Mr. Bell was in no way se-
oountable for the accident, he was greatly
aficeted by it, ax there was some popular
disposition to hoid him, as the contractor,
respousible. Mr, Bell wasa very nervous
anud susceptible maun, snd he Iretted and
rricved over the death of the men until it
finully produced nervous prostration from
which he died to-day, having no other ill-
uess of any kind. '

“We, the master bakers of Kansas City,
Mo., aud of Kansas City, Kan., will on
Monday, the 15th, u.‘ tl:t:t.utter sell
goods we mauulfactars followi
prices to the trade: All bread will be sol.
atdand 8 cents & loal for & and 10 cent
losves respectively. The former figures are
the wholesale and the latter the retail. The
weight of the loaves hus been increased
from one-half and one pound to one-haif a
pound and one ounce, and one pound and
two ounoes so thut thenet of price
is very small.”

T'he reason for this advance in price is
said by the bakers to be on secount of the
high cost of flour.

Loxpox, September 156.—A strikiog
proof of the unpopularity of the English
army among the Irish is furnished by an
officinl army statement that has just been
published. This staiement shows that
20 yearsago, out of 168910 non-commis-
sioned officers and privates in the army,
47,101 were Irish, Wherens to-day, al-
though this force has been increased-to
199,473, the Irish element among it has
dwindled to 28,712,

Further than this the statement indicates
n similar feeling among the Scotch where
the declive, while not so marked as in the
ease of the Irish, is grent. In 1870 out of
every thousand men the proporiion was
614 Eoglish or Welsh, 97 Scoteh and 284
Irish. This year the proportion per thou-
sand is 759 English or Welsh, 83 Scotch snd
145 Trish.

FRESH DOCK TROUBLE

The Employers Lock Out the Men Because
of m Blight Difference.

S0UTHAMPTON, Beptember 15.—A fresh
lockout commenced here this morning, when
all work atthe docks was suspended. 1t bas
been caused by the refusal of the ship
owners to accede to the demand of the Sea-
men and Firemen’s Union for an increase
of & few shillings a moath in the wagesof
donkey men and trimmer boys.

The Royal Mail Steam Packet Company,
trading to the West Indies, began the lock-
out and the Dock and Union Steamship
companies followed the example. The
Brazilian mail steamer La Plata, which
shonld have sailed last Tharsday, is still
without firemen. The lockout was an-
nounced by means of a simple placard,
*“Work is suspended until further notice.”

Crowds nssembled at the gates anxious to
resume work, but they were not admitted,
und they severely blame the union leaders
for their action. Pawnbrokers in the city
have begun to decline to take pledges, and
great distress has already commenced to
prevail. Sevenieen rioters were romoved
from Winchester this morning. They were
chained together in groups of six, and were
eseorted by a strong body of wardeny -vhich
was reinforeed by a large cuntingent of
police. The populace was dispirited and
looked on the scene without the least at-
tempt at rioting, The troops which had
been ordered to remain in the town were
marched through the strests this morning

At late hour to-night it was thought
probable that the loekont will be coneluded
to-morrow, as it I8 said that the employers
will concede the demands made by the
Seamen and Firemen's union.

Reed and McKinley Rush the Tariff
Bill Through the House,

THE THOUSAKD SENATE CHANGES

All Non-Conenrred in Without Any Great
Amount of Cersmony.

TRYISG HARD T0 CEXSURE KENNEDY.

A Bouthern Rasolution to That Effeet in Now Under
Cousiderstion.

Notwithstanding Democratic protestsonly
two hours were allowed for debate on tke
tariff bill in the House yesterdny. All the
Senate amendments were rejected in a lump,
and the measure ordered to a conferemce.
Euloe, of Tennessee, introduced a resolution
censuring Kennedy, but an ndjournment was
taken before a vote was reached.

MPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

WASHINGTON, September 15. —Members
of the Ways and Means committee of the
House have been in frequent eommunica-
tion with members of the Senate Finanea
Committes during the last few days, and
they assume to say that it is guite certain
the tariff bill will be disposed of and all
other legislation contemplated at this session
out of the way before the first of next week.
A joint resolution fixing Saturday, the 27th,
or Monday, the 20th, for adjournment will
probably be introduced within & day or two,
and the country will kuow exactly when
this long session will reach its conelusion.

Soon after Reed’s branch of Congress as-
sembled to-day Mr. Mc¢Kinley, from the
Commitize on Rauies, reported a resolution
for the immediate consideration of the tariff
bill in the House. After two hours’ general
debate it shall be in order to move to mnon-
concur in the Secoate amendments in gross
and agree to the Committee of Conference
asked for by the Senate; and the House
shall, withoat further delay orother motion,
proceed to vote on said motion.

A USELESS PROTEST.

Mr. Blount, of Georgin, protested against
the resolution, contending that it wns a
parody on deliberation. It would have
been betler to bave provided for no debate,
for this course woulid at least have had the
semblance of directness, The right to vote
on any sepurate amendment was deaied to
every member by this order. The House Mr,
Blount insisted, should reject this order. It
was an unfortunzte specincle. An order
wis to be made with a view ol preventing
the testing of the =entiment of the House on
any special propesition. The purpose of
the order was to take the whole subject of
taxation from the House, The resolution
stripped the rales of the last piece of con-
servatism which they contained. Under
the pretense of doing business the majority
had broken down the rules. 1t had abro-
guted the power of the House to consider
the subject of taxation and had relegated
that subject to a small number of con-

farees,

Mr, MeMillin, of Tennessce, also opposad
the resolution, and eriticised the Committee
on Rules for reparting it. The mujority in
cancus had determined not only that the
minority should be throttled, but that the
Plumed Enight should be throttled. The
resolution was then adopted.

Mr. MeKinley, of Olio, then gave a very
brief statement of the Sesats amendments,
bat entered into no argument as to their
propriety or impropriety.

A RESOLUTION OF CENSURE NOW UP IN
THE HOUSE.

Eoloe, of Tennessee, Makes the Fiest Move
In the Matter—Uclonel Bayoe Takes a
Hand—Grosveaer Endeavars to Ald the
Buckeye Oraror.

WasHINGTON, September 15.—Mr. En-
loe's resolution to censure Kennedy to-day
was o surprise to those who proposed to taka
the initiative in the matter. It forestalled
the action of the Pennsylvanis members,
sad was probably due to the desire of ils
anthor to make himself conspicuous rather
than from any anxiety to reprove Kennedy.
But onee before the House it was taken ad-
vantage of. Colonel Bayne made » particu-
larly strong speech, and Adams, ot Chi-
cago, one of the most eloquent members of
the House, spoke with much feeling in favor
of the resolution. Btrauge to say, General
Grosvenor did what he counld to throw ob-
stacies in the way of disenssion of the reso-
lution, doubtless for the reason that Kenne-
dy is a neighboring colleague, und, like
himself, “in the soup.”

As it was clear that the discussion would
last for some time, Mr. MeKinley proposed
an adjouroment, in which all sides aequi-
esced, The discussion will be renewed to-
morrow, first upon the amendment o
by Colonel Bayne to expunge the speech
from the Record. It is probable that Ken-
nedy will have no defender but himself, but
it is snid that he is fortified with numerous
letters from both Democrats and Eepublic-
ans commending his pourse.

NeEw Yorr, September 15 —It was not
on the bills, but was more thrilling than the
play, the scene that greeted the large au-
dience ns it emerged from the Park Theater
at 11 o'clock this evening., Eieotric Line-
man Kopp was tortured to death on the
pole at Thirty-fifth sireet and Broad-

way, right before the eves of
the pleasure seekers, He was taken
tn New York Hospital in s dying

condition. It was & funny play—Evans
and Hoey's “Parlor Mateh"—that the
theater-goers had seen, and there were
smiles of remembrance on manvy faces,
Muoy of the people saw Lineman Kopp
mounting the pole as they came out of the
theater., He was there to fix some-
thing abont the lamps that con-
trolled the garish light. Suddenly it
was seen that something was wrong, the
man became limp and the awful sizzle of
the electric fluid conld bes heard by the
arowd below. The eleetricity was entering
into human flesh, The crowd below were
spell-bound with horror and was scon aug-
mented by many scores of people who are
always on the street about that busy corner.

1t =0 happened that Superiotendent
Charles W. Fipps, of the Brash Electrio
Light Company, was a visitor (o the theater,
He came out at this moment clad in fall
dress, and took in the situation st a glance.
With the nssistance of Manager Duanleavy
he succeeded ia releasing the lineman
from his terrible position, only (oo
late, for the poor man was already past ail
help. Dr. George Gage who was also in
the andience, worked over the man for a
half hour in the wvain effort to resuscitate
him before theambulance arrived. The New
York Hospital ambuiance took the lim
body on board and made a rush for Fifteen
street. When the ambulance arrived at the
hospital the lineman was dead.

A Clacinnnt! Saleon Heeper is Panlabed for
Keeping Open on Sundny.

CINCINXATI, September 15, —Herman
Reisinger, a saloon keeper, pleaded gulilty
to-day in the police court to o viclation of
the law which prohibits keeping saloons
open on Sunday. He was fined $25 and
